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Prisoner found dead by 
inmates, inquest is told

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A 25-YEAR-OLD prisoner was found hanging 
in his cell by other inmates after prison offic¬ 
ers failed to complete the necessary checks 
on him, an inquest has heard. 

Galium Brown, an inmate at HMP High- 
point, near Haverhill, died on April 8, 2013. 

On the first day of the inquest on Monday, 
the coroner heard that Mr Brown had been 
discharged by the prison’s mental health 
service on March 21 - despite apparently 
requesting an appointment with them on 
March 18. 

By the time Mr Brown’s body was found 
hanging in his cell at around 8.30am, he had 
been dead for between two and six hours, a 
paramedic told the inquest. 

The prison officer who opened his cell at 
8.20am had not spoken to Mr Brown or no¬ 
ticed a lack of response, despite guidelines 
stating that verbal contact should be made 
as cells are being unlocked, according to a 
report by the Prison and Probation Ombuds¬ 
man (PPO). 

Another prison officer, Paul Honour, should 
also have completed a check on prisoners at 
around 6.30am, but had admitted to police 
failing to do so, despite signing a log saying 
he had completed the check. 

Det Sgt Ann Naylor, of Suffolk Police, said: 
“He had done a check prior to going on duty 
at around 2040 hours, and that’s the only 


check he did.” 

Mr Honour had been suffering from de¬ 
pression, which he had not disclosed to the 
prison. He was suspended from duty after the 
incident, but never charged with misconduct 
in a public office by the Crown Prosecution 
Service, Det Sgt Naylor said. 


The report by the PPO also shed light on 
the mental health support that Mr Brown re¬ 
ceived. 

After attempting suicide in October 2012, a 
programme to support at-risk prisoners was 
opened for him. This, however, was closed af¬ 
ter three days. 


A care plan had been drawn up for him, but 
several key points on it, including him being 
seen by a member of the mental health team 
and the prison chaplaincy, had not been 
completed. 

After Mr Brown’s mental health nurse 
James Allinson left the prison in autumn 
2012, no-one from the mental healthcare 
team made contact with Mr Brown until Feb¬ 
ruary 6, when they wrote to him asking if he 
wanted to continue his treatment. Mr Brown 
said that he did, but after failing to attend two 
appointments, the mental health team wrote 
to him saying he would be discharged after 
two weeks if they heard nothing. 

A statement from Mr Brown’s mother, Helen 
Carey, said she found in his possessions after 
his death an application form dated March 
18 addressed to the mental health team. She 
said it was in Mr Brown’s handwriting and it 
stated that “despite numerous applications” 
the 25-year-old had not been able to speak to 
a member of the mental health team regard¬ 
ing concerns about his release. 

A prison officer had signed the form and a 
box had been ticked to say it had been sent to 
the mental health team, Ms Carey’s barrister 
Ruth Brander said. But Mr Brown was dis¬ 
charged by the mental health team on March 
21 . 

At the time, health services at the prison 
were provided by Care Uk and mental health 
services were subcontracted out to the Nor¬ 
folk and Suffolk NHS Mental Health Trust. 

The inquest is scheduled to last four weeks.

Have a say on 
2,500 homes 


COUNCILLORS are urging 
members of the public to at¬ 
tend a meeting tonight about 
a 2,500-home development. 

The Great Wilsey Park 
development is proposed 
for north-east Haverhill. It 
would bring at least 5,000 
new residents into the town, 
and infrastructure including 
a school and a health centre. 

As an application for out¬ 
line planning permission is 
set to be decided by St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil, Haverhill Town Council 
has organised a meeting en¬ 
tirely devoted to discussing 
the development. 

Chair of the town council’s 
planning committee, Cllr Pat 
Hanlon, said: “It’s important 
for people to come and voice 
their opinions so that we

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can put that to the borough 
council.” 

Although the masterplan 
for the application was ap¬ 
proved by the borough 
council’s planning commit¬ 
tee in September last year, 
the development has caused 
controversy. 

A group of villagers called 
the Kedington Action Group 
has campaigned against it 
on the grounds that the town 
has too little infrastructure 
to support the influx of new 
residents, and that that there 
would not be enough jobs 
for the new arrivals. 

Resident Ian Johnson has 
raised concerns about a pos¬ 


sible road linking the devel¬ 
opment to Coupals Road, 
which he says would cut 
through a green spaces. 

Cllr Hanlon encouraged 
those who have not attended 
a council meeting before to 
come along, both to hear the 
arguments and to say what 
they think. He said: “We do 
listen, and we take what they 
say forward.” 

The meeting is being held 
ahead of the deadline for 
official consultation com¬ 
ments on January J8. 

As the appJication is for 
outJine pJanning permis¬ 
sion, the discussion wiii fo¬ 
cus on means of access to 
the estate. 

The meeting wiii take 
piace at 7pm at the Leiston 
Centre in Leiston Road.

This 
is based on the most recent market 
value of the building, plus extra for 
start-up costs.

Application in 
for retail park 


AN application has been 
submitted to turn a derelict 
factory site into a £5million 
retail park. 

The proposed retail park, 
in Haverhill’s Ehringshaus- 
en Way, is set to bring 250 
full and part-time jobs to 
the town, as well as a Lidl, 
a Home Bargains, a Pets at 
Home store, and one other 
national retailer. 

The site, a former Pro¬ 
ject Office Furniture fac¬ 
tory, has been owned by the 
Cambridge-based Howard 
Group since 2008 and has 
been vacant since 2007. A 
previous plan to develop the 
site fell through six years ago 
after anchor retailer Wickes 
pulled out. 

On top of the retail park 
plan, the Howard Group has 
submitted an application for 
a £3.5million employment 
development at the rear of 
the site. The group envisages 
it being used as industrial 
units and by trade counter 
operators. 

The plans have been sub¬ 
mitted to St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council after pres¬ 
entations to Haverhill Town 
Council and community

partnership ONE Haverhill, 
and discussions with bor¬ 
ough planning officers. 

If the application is ap¬ 
proved by the borough 
council, the Howard Group 
hopes to start building in 
late spring or early summer 
this year, and to have the re¬ 
tail park open for business in 
spring 2017. 

Colin Brown, develop¬ 
ment manager at Howard 
Group, said: “We have been 
delighted with the response 
to our statement of intent to 
develop this site. We under¬ 
stand how eager the people 
of Haverhill are to see action 
and we fully intend to get this 
development off the ground 
in late spring/early summer 
2016 subject to securing the 
required consents. 

“By bringing four new na¬ 
tional retailers into the town 
we will be adding to the retail 
mix, creating h^undreds of 
new jobs and bringing to life 
what has been a fairly tired 
looking site for a number of 
years.” 


The group is working on 
securing contractors to build 
the site as the application 
goes through the planning 
process. 

This means that if the bor¬ 
ough council granted plan¬ 
ning permission, building 
work could start almost im¬ 
mediately. 

The Lidl on the site would 
be 14,500 sq ft large, while 
the Home Bargains would 
be 13,500 sq ft and Pets at 
Home would take up 6,000 
sq ft site. All of these retail¬ 
ers have agreed to pre-sale 
and pre-let deals, while the 
remaining unit is still being 
marketed by agent Bidwells. 

The site would contain at 
least 110 parking spaces. Mr 
Brown said that the retail 
park would generate more 
traffic, but added that the 
traffic surveys done by the 
Howard Group indicated 
that this would peak around 
lunchtime, well outside 
Ehringshausen Way’s busiest 
hours.

Curtain up on 
Arts Centre’s 




A SPECTACULAR new refurbishment 
of Haverhill Arts Centre will be un¬ 
veiled to the public on Saturday. 

In these exclusive pictures, the 
News can reveal what the redesigned 
public areas of the Arts Centre will 
look like. 

The new look for the cafe, studio 
and the bar has been designed by 
Ashley Lloyd, a first-year BA Interior 
Design student at West Suffolk Col¬ 
lege. 

She said: “I wanted to try and make 
it a bit more bold, a bit more of a talk¬ 
ing point. 

“The design has quite a contempo¬ 
rary, almost industrial feel. I wanted it 
to be quite clean and modern.” 

She said the “main wow factor” for 
her was the new lighting in the cafe 
area, which consists of suspended 
jam jars and top hats “to add a bit of a 


new look 
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theatrical feel”. 

Mel Bassett, catering manager at 
the Arts Centre, said about the new 
look: “It’s lovely. It’s a bit quirky and 
a bit different, but as we are an arts 
centre it’s perfect for us and it suits us 
well.” 

She said that the catering team were 
working to produce a fresh menu to 
go with the new look. 

She said: “I am hoping that every¬ 
body will come and have a look and 
have something to eat and a drink. 

“There are a lot of people in Haver¬ 
hill who don’t even know we’re here. 
This could be something to get them 
to come and have a look.” 

The first phase of the interior re¬ 


vamp has involved a complete refur¬ 
bishment of the cafe, and redecora¬ 
tion and installation of a projector in 
the studio. 

The second phase, which will begin 
in March, is set to include a complete 
refurbishment of the bar and work on 
the lighting and display areas in the 
studio. 

And the revamp is not limited to the 
interiors. The entire project - funded 
by £125,000 from the town council - 
includes installion of a new lighting 
and sound system in the Arts Centre 
auditorium. Work has also been done 
on the exterior of the building, includ¬ 
ing pigeon-proofing it and replacing 
and decorating the guttering. 

The vast majority of the work has 
been done in just three weeks, since 
the Christmas pantomime, Cinder¬ 
ella, finished its run on December 28.

The Arts Centre has been closed while the 
work has been carried out. 

Nick Keeble, arts and leisure manager at 
the Arts Centre, said: “Different things have 
come about because of different needs: the 
house lighting has been failing over a peri¬ 
od of time; the sound system was outdated 
and partly second-hand; the cafe furniture 
and decoration was more than 20 years old; 
the studio was always up for a refurbish¬ 
ment as requested by the council. 

“Rather than just do things piecemeal, 
we went for an approach of looking at the 
Arts Centre as a whole to make sure it was 
integrated.” 

The plan to have the interior spaces de¬ 
signed by a student was hatched in Septem¬ 
ber last year, and a group of students on the 
West Suffolk College course - which is run 
by University Campus Suffolk - visited the 
building and pitched their designs to the 


staff there. 

“It was astounding,” said Nick. “The in¬ 
terior design course tutors, Jono Mawford 
and Sue Winslett, really engaged with the 
project and sold it to the students.” 

The Arts Centre staff chose Ashley’s de¬ 
sign as the best fit with their vision for the 
building. They say the completed work is 
very close to her original design. 

Ashley was just a few months into the 
course when her design was picked. 

She said: “To see something that was 
floating around in my mind come to reality 
is amazing.” 

The cafe area will be open to the public 
from Saturday, and the first show to be per¬ 
formed in the refitted auditorium will be 
Centre Stage Company’s pantomime Ra- 
punzel, which begins on January 22.

Firm wants restaurant, bar 
and shops on old hotel site

PART of a former hotel which has 
been derelict for more than two 
years could be turned into a glam¬ 
orous restaurant or bar. 

The Bell Hotel, in Haverhill High 
Street, has been boarded up since it 
closed in November, 2013. 

Now, property management com¬ 
pany CXG, which took over the site 
in November, is hoping to rent out 
the ground floor of the building 
for use as a restaurant or bar while 
turning the upstairs back into a ho¬ 
tel. 

CXG also hopes to turn a plot 
of land behind the building into a 
courtyard with a new assortment of 
shops, bars and bistros. 

A spokesperson for the company 
said it hoped the courtyard would 
become a “social hub.” 

Daniel Pilley, CEO of the CXG 
Group and manager of the Bell pro¬ 
ject, said: “For too long now Haver¬ 
hill has had this stigma of being a 
small town with nothing to offer. 
But that is just not the case. 

“There are big plans for Haver-

hill and in the near future this town 
is going to see a rapid increase of 
homes, business and facilities com¬ 
ing to its doorstep and we want to 
be part of that.

Controversial 
flats approved 


A PLAN to build a controver¬ 
sial block of flats has been 
approved - despite council¬ 
lors raising concerns about 
traffic problems and flood¬ 
ing. 

The block of 13 flats at 
Anglian Place in Haverhill’s 
Burton End was granted 
planning permission by 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council’s development con¬ 
trol committee last Thurs¬ 
day. 

Two previous applications 
had been submitted for the 
site - one was withdrawn 
in 2014, the other rejected 
by the council last Eebru- 
ary. The rejection was due to 
concerns that the develop¬ 
ment would have an impact 
on the area’s appearnce and 
residents’ amenity. 

But a planning officer at 
Thursday’s meeting said 
that the new plans were 
“substantially different”

from the previous ones. 

Haverhill councillors 
Paula Fox, Tony Brown and 
lohn Burns all voted against 
the proposals, but 10 coun¬ 
cillors voted in favour. 

Cllr Fox said: “There’s still 
opposition by the direct 
neighbours of the proposed 
site, there are still concerns 
about overdevelopment.” 

She said that the site was 
bigger than she had expect¬ 
ed, but that she had con¬ 
cerns about traffic entering 
the site and flooding on the 
road. 

She said that the entrance 
to the site was between chi¬ 
canes on Burton End, and 
went on: “Often drivers get 
fed up and attempt to drive 
at some speed around the 
chicanes.” 


She added that the road 
was very busy during school 
run times, both with cars on 
the road and pupils walking 
or cycling. 

She said that there was 
“water that continually runs 
down the road” which could 
pose a flood risk. 

Similar concerns about 
traffic and flooding were 
raised by Cllrs lohn Burns 
and Tony Brown. 

But councillor lim 
Thorndyke, who was chair¬ 
ing the meeting, pointed out 
that “we do not work on the 
principle of solving existing 
highways problems”.

Dad fractured 
baby’s wrist 


A FATHER angered because 
he could not buy canna¬ 
bis broke the wrist of his 
6-week-old baby by force¬ 
fully lifting him out of his 
pram, a court heard. 

Joshua Lawrence, aged 23, 
of Broad Street, Haverhill, 
pleaded guilty at Cambridge 
Crown Court to grievous 
bodily harm against his son, 
Willis, and possession of 
cannabis. 

Caroline Allison, pros¬ 
ecuting, told the court how 
Willis was born on January 
21, 2015, and the offence 
took place on March 6. 

She added: “There was 
a report to social services 
from a member of the public 
about the concern they had 
for the baby. Willis was ex¬ 
amined in hospital and had 
a ‘suspicious and non-acci¬ 
dental’ spiral type fracture 
of his left wrist. 

“Being only 6 weeks old, 
this gave concern to the au¬ 
thorities. Both parents were 
arrested and questioned.”

The baby’s mother told 
police how the defend¬ 
ant used cannabis and on 
March 6 had gone out for a 
walk with Willis to buy some 
of the drug and give her a 
break from the ba% 

Lawrence came home 
after an hour with no can¬ 
nabis and was “agitated” 
because the baby had been 
crying the whole journey. 

Miss Allison added: “The 
mum said she would deal 
with Willis but Lawrence 
grabbed him by the wrist 
and lifted him forcefully 
out of the pram. This also 
caused Willis to have a black 
eye as he hit his head on the 
side of the pram.The baby’s 
mum said Willis hadn’t been 
feeding and had been crying 
constantly.” 

In an interview Lawrence 
accepted he had lost his 
temper and grabbed the 
baby. 


Lawrence had previously 
said he “wished his son 
would die” but claimed this 
was said in the heat of the 
moment. When he was ar¬ 
rested he had “remnants of 
cannabis” on him. 

Lawrence was cautioned 
for harassment and for can¬ 
nabis possession in 2011. 

Thomas Brown, mitigat¬ 
ing, said Lawrence knew his 
actions were wrong. 

He added: “He lost his 
temper because Willis was 
inconsolable; it’s a matter 
of bitter regret for him. But 
he had the bravery to accept 
what he’d done; he is now 
trying to build a meaningful 
relationship with his chil¬ 
dren.” 

Judge Gareth Hawkes- 
worth handed Lawrence 
a 12-month sentence sus¬ 
pended for two years and 
a 30-day rehab activity re¬ 
quirement. 

He said: “It was the height 
of irresponsibility to take 
your ba% out to buy drugs.”

and actions, and then exercising 
their creativity by changing fea¬ 
tures of them. 

Meanwhile in maths, a pro¬ 
gramme called “maths mastery” 
which is being introduced with 
year one, allows children who 
have finished their work to ex¬ 
plore it in more depth rather than 
moving on to something else. 

When exam results were pub¬ 
lished in July 2015, it emerged 
that the school had seen a 25 
per cent increase in the number 
of Year Six pupils achieving level 
four - the national standard - in 
reading, writing and maths. 

“I have never got into school 
and heard so much screaming 
for joy,” said Mr Maguire. “Peo¬ 
ple were hugging and jumping up 
and down.” 

He has a five-year plan to take 
the school to an “outstanding” 
Ofsted rating by 2020, so that 
pupils will go on to secondary 
school with a “love of learning”.

The Suzuki Celerio 1.0 Dualjet has 
won the small petrol car class award in 
2015's What Car? True MPG awards, 
achieving 62.9mpg in the consumer 
magazine's tests. 

It beat the second-placed car by 
over 5mpg. The Toyota Yaris 1.5 WT-i 
Hybrid, which has the benefit of a 
full hybrid system that allows the car 
to run on electric power for short 
distances, reached 57.8mpg. 

In third for 2015 was the Volkswagen 
Polo 1.0 TSI 95 Bluemotion, which 
achieved 56.5mpg. 

A second Suzuki placed ninth in the 
small petrol cars list. The Swift 1.2 hit 
51.7mpg, putting it in between the 
1.0-litre Seat Ibiza and the 1.5-litre 
Mazda 2. 


Drivers ^would accept 
safe mode on phones’ 


M ost drivers would be happy to put their mobile 
phones and tablets into a drive safe mode 
to help them concentrate behind the wheel, 
according to a new study. 

Motorists are increasingly connected to the outside 
world through in-built technology such as sat-navs and 
portable devices including mobile phones, tablets and 
smart watches. 

But the amount of technology in cars has led to fears 
that the risk of drivers losing focus is being increased. 

Department for Transport figures show that in 2014 
a distraction from inside a vehicle was a contributing 
factor in 3,200 accidents (68 of which were fatal), with 
an additional 492 (21 fatal) involving a driver using a 
mobile phone. 

A study by motoring research charity the RAC 
Foundation found that some 60 per cent of motorists 
would be happy to switch their electronic devices into 
a drive safe mode if it was created. Airline passengers 
are often required to use a flight safe mode to avoid 
interference with a plane's systems. 

A survey of 2,1 75 Britons found that 69 per cent see 
information received from outside the car as a possible 
distraction. 

When those respondents who drive (1,490) were 
given a list of 17 connected driving features and asked 
to choose which ones were important when buying a 
car, the top choice was getting information about the 
condition of the car (85 per cent), followed by live 
traffic alerts (81 per cent). 

RAC Foundation director Steve Gooding told the

Press Association: "Reassuringly, the vast majority of 
people said they wanted to use technology to check 
the state of their vehicle and make their journeys easier, 
not to read Facebook messages, send texts or email the 
boss. 

"However, almost one in 10 were interested in online 
gaming as a feature. One can only hope this is down to 
a desire to keep their children occupied during a long 
journey rather than because they are tempted to play 
themselves." 

The charity published research in November which 
showed motorists who rely on their smartphones to 
access the internet face difficulties because there is a
